"At the conclusion of the pres­ 
ent discussion, he * Powers) will 
be free to carry on whatever 
work he should choose." Kennedy 
said. 


The President gave no clue to 
what kind of data government in­ 
terrogators are obtaining from 
their “important interviews" with 
Powers, but he said that “Hie in­ 
formation derived from these In­ 
terviews will be made available 
to the appropriate committees of 
the Congress, and Mr. Powers 
will be free to testify before the 


Congress, should the Congress so 
wish." 


He added that Powers also "will 
be made available to the press at 
the earliest feasible opportunity." 
As for the pilot's present where­ 
abouts, Kennedy said, “I can 
state at this time only that he is 
in this country, that he has seen 
his father and mother, and that 
his wife is with him." 
(The Baltimore Sun reported 
that Powers was staying at Ash­ 
ford Farms, a 66-acre government 
estate in eastern Maryland along 
the Chop tank River.

But just after 
2 a.m., space agency officials said 
conditions for recovery operations 
were "unsatisfactory."

HARRISBURG (UPD-A reso­ 
lution asking the state Fish Com- 
mission to permit right-of-way 
rights over a small strip of lane 
near Silver Lake in Bristol Bor­ 
ough, was in the House Rules 
Committee.

Algerian Mobs 
Rioting Again 


ALGIERS, Algeria (UPI) 
French troops and riot p o l i c e 
fired on rioting Algerian mobs 
trying to invade the European 
sector of Oran today after 44 
dawn bomb attacks by terrorists 
in the Arab quarters. 
The security forces also used 
concussion and tear gas grenades 
during the series of clashes in the 
west Algerian port city, a strong 
hold of the extremist Secret Army 
Organization 
(OAS) 
which has 
sworn to keep Algeria French 
The bombings were blamed on 
the OAS. 
Police said nine Algerians were 
killed and eight wounded in the 
shootings. 
An 
army 
lieutenant 
was killed and another lieutenant 
and four soldiers injured. 
The

the 
day’s toll in Oran and Algiers 
alone to 15 dead and 23 wounded, 
and the unofficial 1962 toll to 808 
dead and 1,4% wouned.
